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DEED  OF  MORTIFICATION. 


T  THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  GEORGE 
J-J  BARON  MOUNT  STEPHEN  of  MOUNT 
STEPHEN,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
and  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  of  Dufftown,  in  the 
County  of  Banff,  Scotland,  in  the  Peerage  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
residing  at  Brocket  Hall,  Hatfield,  Herts,  being 
desirous  to  benefit  the  poor  people  of  my  native 
Parish  of  Mortlach  and  the  adjoining  quoad  sacra 
Parish  of  Glenrinnes,  both  in  the  County  of  Banff, 
Scotland,  and  being  of  opinion  that  the  provision 
and  endowment  of  an  Old  Age  Pension  Scheme  for 
said  Parishes  would  greatly  tend  to  that  end,  and  in 
the  hope  that  the  said  Old  Age  Pensions — to  be 
known  as  the  Mount  Stephen  Old  Age  Pensions — 
may  prove  a  boon  to  the  persons  for  whom  the 
same  are  intended,  do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint 
Alexander  Mitchell  Cowie,  Dullan  Brae,  Dufftown, 
Chairman  of  the  afternamed  body  of  Directors  : 
The  Reverend  John  Barr  Gumming,  Minister  of 
the  Parish  of  Mortlach ;  the  Reverend  Charles 
Bruce,  Minister  of  the  qttoad  sacra  Parish  of  Glen- 
rinnes ;  General  Sir  Peter  Stark  Lumsden  of  Buch- 


romb,  Mortlach  ;  Robert  Davidson,  Road  Surveyor 
Dufftown  ;  the  Reverend  Donald  Chisholm.  Roman 
Catholic  Clergyman,  Chapel  House,  Dufftown  ;  and 
John  Robertson,  Farmer,  Keithmore,  Mortlach,  the 
present  accepting  and  acting  Directors  of  the  En- 
dowment some  time  ago  founded  by  me,  and  known 
as  The  Stephen  Cottage  Hospital,  Dufftown,  and 
their  successors  in  office  as  such  Directors ;  and 
John  Symon,  Esquire  of  Pittyvaich,  Mortlach,  as 
present  Provost  of  the  Burgh  of  Dufftown  ;  the  said 
Reverend  John  Barr  Gumming  as  present  Chair- 
man of  the  Mortlach  Parish  Council ;  the  said 
Reverend  John  Barr  Cumming  as  present  Minister  of 
the  Parish  of  Mortlach  ;  the  said  Reverend  Charles 
Bruce  as  present  Minister  of  the  quoad  sacra  Parish 
of  Glenrinnes ;  the  Reverend  James  Russell  as 
present  Minister  of  the  United  Free  Church  of 
Mortlach;  and  the  said  Reverend  Donald  Chisholm, 
as  present  Clergyman  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  Mortlach  ;  and  their  respective  successors 
in  the  offices  of  Provost  of  the  Burgh  of  Dufftown, 
Chairman  of  the  Mortlach  Parish  Council,  Minister 
of  the  Parish  of  Mortlach,  Minister  of  the  quoad 
sacra  Parish  of  Glenrinnes,  Minister  of  the  United 
Free  Church  of  Mortlach,  and  Clergyman  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  Mortlach,  respectively, 
perpetually  as  Trustees  for  the  administration  and 
application  of  the  whole  estate,  heritable  or 
moveable,  mortified  and  set  apart  by  me,  or  which 
may  at  any  future  time  be  mortifiied  and  set  apart 
by  me  for  the  endownment  and  provision  of 
said  Old  Age  Pensions — said  Trustees  and  their 
successors  in  office  being  hereinafter  referred  to  as 


my  Trustees  or  the  Trustees  ;  and  that  in  the 
following  manner  :  [First)  Having  transferred  as 
the  Endowment  Fund  One  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Bonds  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  each  of  the 
General  Lien  three  per  cent.  Gold  Bonds  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  I  direct  and 
empower  my  Trustees  to  deposit  these  for  safe 
custody  in  some  Incorporated  or  Chartered  Bank, 
to  be  named  by  them,  in  the  names  of  the  saids 
Alexander  Mitchell  Cowie,  present  Chairman  of 
the  Directors  of  the  Stephen  Cottage  Hospital, 
Dufftown  ;  John  Symon,  present  Provost  of  the 
Burgh  of  Dufftown  ;  and  the  Reverend  John  Barr 
Gumming,  present  Chairman  of  Mortlach  Parish 
Council,  in  whose  names,  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereof  as  to  altering  the  investments,  they  shall 
remain  so  long  as  they  retain  their  said  respective 
offices,  and  in  the  names  of  their  successors  in 
office  as  Chairman  of  the  Directors  of  the  Stephen 
Cottage  Hospital,  Dufftown ;  Provost  of  the  Burgh 
of  Dufftown,  and  Chairman  of  the  Mortlach  Parish 
Council  thereafter  respectively  :  [Second)  My 
Trustees  shall  apply  the  annual  dividends,  produce, 
or  income  arising  from  the  said  Bonds  or  from  the 
Endowment  Fund  as  the  same  may  be  invested 
from  time  to  time  in  defraying  the  expenses  of 
carrying  on  the  Trust  hereby  created  :  [Third)  My 
Trustees  shall  out  of  said  dividends  or  produce 
or  income  pay  fifty  pensions  of  Sixteen  Pounds 
Sterling  annually,  in  money  or  kind,  to  fifty 
pensioners  to  be  chosen  and  appointed  in  terms 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  after  referred  to, 
said    pensions    to    be    payable    quarterly    and    in 


advance  on  the  first  day  of  March  ;  on  the  first  day 
of  June  ;  on  the  first  day  of  September  ;  and  on  the 
first  day  of  December  respectively,  beginning  the 
first  payment  thereof  on  the  first  day  of  March 
Nineteen  Hundred  and  Two  for  the  succeeding 
quarter,  and  so  forth  quarterly  and  termly  there- 
after during  the  lives  of  the  respective  pensioners  : 
Declaring  that  the  pensions  payable  to  the  said 
pensioners  under  these  presents  and  the  provisions 
hereby  constituted  in  their  favour  shall  not  be 
assignable  by  them,  nor  affectable  by  their  debts 
or  deeds,  nor  liable  to  the  diligence  of  their 
creditors,  nor  liable  to  the  jus  mariti  or  power  of 
administration  of  any  husbands  or  of  any  future 
husbands  of  said  pensioners  or  to  the  debts  or 
deeds  of  such  husbands  or  to  the  diligence  of  their 
creditors  but  shall  be  alimentary  provisions  in  favour 
of  the  said  pensioners  allenarly  :  And  in  respect  the 
Trustees  have  with  my  consent  prior  to  the  date 
hereof  chosen  and  appointed  fifty  pensioners  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Fund  it  is  hereby  declared  that 
this  Deed  of  Mortification  and  relative  Rules  and 
Regulations  shall  apply  to  such  pensioners  to  the 
same  effect  in  all  respects  as  if  they  had  been 
chosen  and  appointed  subsequent  to  the  date 
hereof:  (Fourth)  My  Trustees  shall  impress  upon 
the  pensioners  and  encourage  them  to  feel  that 
the  pensions  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  provision 
are  given  to  them  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
their  independence  and  they  should  be  encouraged 
to  feel  and  understand  that  they  are  expected  to  be 
able  to  provide  for  their  own  medical  attendance 
and  to  save  enough  out  of  their  pensions  to  provide 


for  their  suitable  and  decent  burial,  but  recognising 
that  pensioners  may  not  in  every  case  be  able  to 
carry  out  my  wishes  in  this  respect  and  that  through 
no  fault  of  their  own,  and  with  a  view  to  meet  such 
unprovided  cases,  I  empower  and  authorise  my 
Trustees  if  they  in  their  absolute  discretion  think 
fit  to  expend  any  free  surplus  or  balance  or 
accumulations  of  said  dividends  or  produce  or 
income  that  may  be  in  their  hands,  after  fulfilling 
the  two  foregoing  provisions,  so  far  as  the  same 
permits,  in  providing  medical  comforts  and  medical 
attendance  for  such  pensioners,  and  for  defraying 
the  funeral  charges  of  any  pensioner  :  {Fifth)  My 
Trustees  shall  have  full  power  after  fulfilling  the 
foregoing  provisions  to  accumulate  the  balance  of 
the  said  annual  dividends  or  produce  or  income  and 
invest  such  accumulations  in  any  investments  here- 
inafter authorised  ;  or  to  hold  such  annual  balances 
or  investments  thereof  as  an  equalising  fund  to  be 
drawn  upon  for  payment  of  said  pensions,  medical 
comforts,  medical  attendance,  and  funeral  charges, 
in  the  event  after  provided  for :  Declaring  that 
should  the  income  of  the  Trust  at  any  time  diminish 
through  the  depreciation  or  loss  on  the  Bonds  or 
Securities  held  by  my  Trustees  so  as  not  to  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  full  pensions  herein  before 
provided  for,  then  in  that  case  my  Trustees  shall 
have  full  power,  as  they  are  hereby  specially  em- 
powered, to  draw  upon  said  accumulations,  and  to 
apply  the  same  in  payment  of  said  pensions,  medical 
comforts,  medical  attendance,  and  funeral  charges  ; 
and  in  the  event  of  the  annual  dividends  or  produce 
or  income  and  such  accumulations  proving  insuffi- 


cient  to  pay  said  pensions  and  others,  my  Trustees 
may  diminish  the  payments  to  be  made  to  each 
pensioner,  and  reduce  the  number  of  pensioners  to 
such  extent  as  may  be  necessary,  my  said  Trustees 
having  an  absolute  discretion  as  to  the  manner  and 
extent  in  and  to  which  this  diminution  shall  be 
made,  it  being  hereby  declared  that  my  Trustees 
shall  not  in  any  case  be  entitled  to  trench  upon  the 
capital  of  the  funds  in  their  hands  for  payment  of 
said  pensions  and  others  :  (Sixth)  I  recommend 
that  the  Bonds  handed  over  as  before  mentioned 
shall  be  retained  as  a  permanent  investment  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Trust,  and  I  empower  my  Trustees 
accordingly,  declaring  that  my  Trustees  shall  not 
on  any  account  or  under  any  circumstances  be  liable 
for  the  depreciation  or  total  loss  that  may  ensue 
through  their  holding  the  said  Bonds,  but  my 
Trustees  shall  have  power,  if  in  their  opinion  circum- 
stances have  arisen  which  make  a  change  of  invest- 
ment expedient  or  desirable,  to  sell  the  said  Bonds 
or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  invest  the  proceeds  in  any 
security  or  investment  which  trustees  are  entitled 
to  hold  by  the  law  of  Scotland,  or  to  invest  the 
same  in  bonds  of,  or  guaranteed  by,  any  Railway 
Company  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  or  in  Canada,  which  has  paid 
dividends  on  its  ordinary  stock  for  the  three  years 
previous  or  on  guaranteed  or  preference  stocks  of 
said  Railway  Companies  which  have  paid  dividends 
for  the  three  years  immediately  preceding  the  date 
of  investment  on  their  ordinary  shares  ;  declaring 
that  my  Trustees  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and 
immunities  of  gratuitous   trustees   according  to   the 


law  of  Scotland,   and  shall   not  be  responsible  for 
any  loss  that  may  arise  upon  the  investments  placed 
in  their  hands  or  upon  any  other  investments  which 
they  may  make  :    And  I  do  also  direct  and  appoint 
my  Trustees,  when  and  so  often  as  they  shall  find 
it  necessary,  to  select,  nominate,  and  appoint  proper 
persons,  even  of  their  own  number,  to  be  Agents, 
Factors,    Treasurers,    and    Secretaries,    and    which 
persons  so  appointed  shall  perform  such  duties,  and 
shall  be  entitled,  and  that  even  although  themselves 
Trustees,  to  such  suitable  fees  and  remuneration  as 
my    Trustees  shall   from  time  to  time   think   fit  to 
appoint :    And    farther,   my  Trustees    shall   not  be 
liable   in  respect  of  any  Agent,   Factor,  Treasurer, 
or  Secretary  under  them,  or  others  whom  they  may 
intrust,   further  than   that  such  persons  were  habit 
and    repute    responsible  at    the  time  they  were  so 
appointed  :    And  farther,    I    empower  my  Trustees 
at  any  meeting  to   appoint  and    elect    Committees 
of  their    number  for  all    or   any    of  the    objects    of 
the  Trust :    And   farther,   considering   that    I    have 
executed  of  even  date  herewith  certain  Rules  and 
Regulations   for  the    guidance  of   my    Trustees,    I 
hereby  declare  the  same  to  form  a  part  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Trust,  as  if  the  said  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations  had   been  fully   engrossed   herein,   and  that 
the  same  shall  be  obligatory  in  so  far  as  they  may 
not  be  altered  as  hereinafter  provided   for :      And 
I   do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  my  Trustees  to 
alter  the  said  Rules  and  Regulations  as  to  them  may 
seem  proper  or  necessary,  they  always  keeping  in 
view  the  original  intention  of  the  Trust ;    but  declar- 
ing that  the  s'aid  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  not  be 
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altered  except  with  consent  of  two-thirds  of  my 
Trustees  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  proposed  alteration  and  after  one 
month's  notice  of  the  alteration  has  been  given  to  all 
the  Trustees  :  Provided  always  that  my  Trustees 
shall  not  under  the  power  hereinbefore  conferred 
upon  them  of  altering  the  said  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions make  any  rules  or  regulations  inconsistent  with 
the  trusts  and  provisions  of  this  Deed,  and  in  case 
at  any  time  there  shall  be  any  inconsistency  or 
conflict  between  the  provisions  of  this  Deed  and  the 
said  Rules  and  Regulations,  whether  in  their  present 
form  or  as  they  may  be  altered  hereafter,  then  and 
in  every  such  case  the  provisions  of  this  Deed  shall 
prevail  :  Declaring  farther  if  any  questions  arise  as 
to  the  meaning  and  intent  of  these  presents  or  of 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  or  as  to  the  Trustees' 
powers  or  duties  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Trus- 
tees if  they  think  proper  to  submit  the  same  to  the 
Lord  Advocate  for  Scotland  for  the  time  being,  or 
to  the  Solicitor-General  for  Scotland  for  the  time 
being,  or  to  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Advocates 
for  the  time  being  for  his  opinion,  and  the  Trustees 
shall  be  entitled  if  they  think  fit  to  accept  and  act  on 
the  said  opinion  as  if  it  were  a  final  judicial  deter- 
mination of  the  question  or  questions  so  submitted  : 
And  I  consent  to  the  registration  hereof  and  of  the 
said  Rules  and  Regulations  for  preservation  :  In 
Witness  whereof  these  presents  written  upon  this 
and  the  preceding  four  pages  by  John  Lipp  Craig, 
Solicitor  and  Notary  Public,  Dufftown,  are.,  together 
with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  annexed,  subscribed 
by  me,  the  said  Lord  Mount  Stephen,  and  I  have 
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hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  at  Brocket  Hall  fore- 
said the  Thirteenth  day  of  November  Nineteen 
hundred  and  One  years,  and  of  the  Reign  of  Our 
Sovereign  Lord  Edward  Seventh  by  the  Grace  of 
God,  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the 
Seas,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  Emperor  of 
India,  the  first  year,  before  these  Witnesses — 
Beverley  Stuart  Maclnnes,  my  Private  Secretary, 
and  Edgar  Cook,  my  Butler,  and  both  residing  at 
Brocket  Hall  foresaid.

THE  MOUNT  STEPHEN  OLD  AGE  PENSIONS. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


REFERRED   TO    IN 


THE  FOREGOING  DEED  OF  MORTIFICATION. 


L  OBJECT. 

The  Mortification,  the  gift  of  the  Right 
Honourable  George,  Baron  Mount  Stephen  of 
Mount  Stephen,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  and  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  of 
Dufftown,  in  the  County  of  Banff,  Scotland,  in  the 
Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  residing  at  Brocket  Hall,  Hatfield, 
Herts,  is  designed  for  the  benefit  of  poor  persons 
not  receiving  parochial  relief  in  the  Parish  of 
Mortlach  and  quoad  sacra  Parish  of  Glenrinnes,  in 
the  County  of  Banff. 

The  benefit,  to  be  termed  the  "  Mount  Stephen 
Old  Age  Pensions,"  shall  take  the  shape  of  fifty 
pensions  of  the  annual  value  of  sixteen  pounds 
sterling,  payable  quarterly,  and  in  advance.  The 
recipients   shall   be   such   approved  persons    as    are 
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chosen  by  my  Trustees,  and  who  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  my  Trustees,  most  nearly  comply  with 
the  following  conditions  : — 

(a)  Pensions  are  to  be  for  life,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided  for  in  article  (^),  and  are  to  be 
awarded  irrespective  of  any  religious  dis- 
tinction ;  and  in  selecting  pensioners  my 
Trustees  may  give  due  regard  to  the  character 
and  conduct  of  applicants. 

(d)  Preference  to  be  given  to  persons  who  have 
been  born  and  lived  wholly,  or  for  the  most  part 
of  their  lives,  in  the  Parishes  of  Mortlach  and 
Glenrinnes. 

(c)  No  applicant  shall  be  considered   eligible  for  a 

pension  unless,  in  the  case  of  a  native  of  one  of 
the  beforemeniioned  parishes,  he  or  she  shall 
have  resided  in  either  of  said  parishes  for  ten 
consecutive  years  immediately  before  applying. 

(d)  In  the  case  of  applicants  who  have  not  been 
born  in  either  of  the  said  parishes,  it  shall  be 
necessary  that  they  submit  proof  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Trustees  of  residence  in  either 
parish  for  twenty  consecutive  years  immediately 
before  applying. 

(e)  Applicants    must,    in    the   case   of  males,    have 

attained  the  age  of  sixty  years,  and  in  the  case 
of  females  fifty  five  years. 

{/)  My  Trustees  in  framing  their  first  list  of 
pensioners  may  include  persons,  otherwise  ful- 
filling these  conditions,  who  are  in  receipt   of

parochial  relief;  but  while,  it  is  intended  there- 
after, that  persons  in  receipt  of  parochial  relief 
are  not  to  be  eligible  for  pensions,  my  Trustees 
are  empowered  to  consider  the  case  of  an 
applicant,  otherwise  deserving,  who  may  have 
been  compelled  to  accept  parochial  relief 
pending  a  vacancy  in  a  pension  arising,  and  if 
they  think  proper,  to  elect  such  person  to  a 
pension. 

(g-)  If  any  pensioner,  after  appointment,  apply  for 
or  receive  parochial  relief,  he  or  she,  shall  ipso 
facto,  be  disqualified  and  cease  to  have  any 
right  to  the  pension.  If  any  pensioner,  after 
appointment,  shall  attempt  to  assign,  charge,  or 
incumber  his  pension,  or  in  case  the  pension 
becomes  subject  to  seizure  for  debt,  or  the 
pensioner  becomes  bankrupt,  the  pension  shall 
ipso  facto  cease.  In  the  event  of  a  pensioner 
succeeding  to  any  property,  such  pensioner 
shall  notify  the  Trustees  thereof,  who  shall 
thereafter  consider  whether  the  pension  shall 
be  continued  or  withdrawn,  and  their  decision 
in  the  matter  shall  be  final. 

(h)  My  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  give  the 
pensions  in  kind,  instead  of  money,  should  they 
deem  it  desirable,  and  they  shall  be  the  sole 
judges  in  this  matter. 

(i)  Pensioners  appointed  by  my  Trustees  shall  con- 
tinue to  reside  in  one  or  other  of  the  Parishes 
of  Mortlach  or  Glenrinnes,  provided  always 
that  pensioners  shall  not  be  disqualified  from 
receiving  their  pensions   should   they  cease  to 
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reside  in  one  or  other  of  the  Parishes  of 
Mortlach  or  Glenrinnes,  if  before  doing  so  they 
submit  reasons  to  the  Trustees  for  their  pro- 
posed removal,  and  obtain  their  consent  to 
the  same  ;  which  consent  shall  continue  only 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Trustees,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  satisfy  them- 
selves from  time  to  time  that  the  pensioner  is 
being  properly  cared  for,  failing  which  the 
consent  may  be  withdrawn.  Such  pensioners 
who  may  have  so  removed  must  submit  a 
certificate  of  existence  before  payment  of  their 
quarterly  instalments,  which  certificates  may  be 
granted  by  any  Magistrate,  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  or  Clergyman  in  the  town  or  parish  in 
which  they  live.  Pensioners  who  may  go  to 
reside  outside  of  either  of  the  Parishes  of 
Mortlach  or  Glenrinnes  shall  not  receive  the 
benefits  of  Branch  IX.  of  these  rules  and 
regulations. 

(y)  With  a  view  to  filling  up  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  the  list  of  pensioners  from  time  to 
time,  my  Trustees  shall  give  all  due  publicity 
by  advertisement  or  otherwise  of  such  vacancies 
as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  necessary. 

II.  MANAGEMENT. 

The  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Trust  shall  be  conducted  by  the  gentlemen  who,  for 
the  time  being,  are  Directors  of  the  Stephen 
Cottage  Hospital,  Dufftown,  along  with  the  Provost 
of  the    Burgh   of  Dufftown,   the    Chairman    of  the 
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Parish  Council  of  Mortlach,  the  Minister  of  the 
Parish  of  Mortlach,  the  Minister  of  the  quoad  sacra 
Parish  of  Glenrinnes,  the  Minister  of  the  United 
Free  Church  of  Mortlach,  and  the  Clergyman  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  Mortlach,  and  their 
respective  successors  in  office  perpetually,  who  shall 
all  act  as  Trustees  ex  officio. 

The  said  bonds  or  other  scrip  or  documents 
representing  the  endowment  funds  shall  be  de- 
posited for  safe  custody  in  a  bank  in  the  names  of 
not  less  than  three  of  the  Trustees. 

The  first  Trustees  in  whose  names  the  said 
bonds  are  to  be  deposited  are  Alexander  Mitchell 
Cowie,  the  Chairman  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Stephen  Cottage  Hospital,  Dufftown  ;  John  Symon, 
the  Provost  of  the  Burgh  of  Dufftown,  and  the 
Reverend  John  Barr  Cumming,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Mortlach  Parish  Council.  The  gentlemen  who,  for 
the  time  being,  fill  these  offices,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  be,  or  be  included  among,  those  in 
whose  names  the  said  bonds,  scrip  or  documents 
shall  be  deposited  in  bank  for  safe  custody  hereafter. 

My  Trustees  shall  fix  some  incorporated  or 
chartered  bank  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  said 
bonds,  scrip  or  documents. 

My  Trustees  are  to  have  power  to  name  a 
bank,  and  to  open  an  account  therein,  into  which 
they  may  pay  the  income  of  the  endowment,  or  the 
monies  realised  for  investment  pending  reinvest- 
ment thereof,  donations,  legacies,  and  generally  the 
whole  funds  of  the  Trust,  and  they  shall  have  power 
to  direct  and  appoint  who  of  their  number  shall 
operate  on  the  said  bank  account.

Three  of  the  Trustees  shall  form  a  quorum. 

The  Trustees  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  and 
annually  thereafter  elect  a  chairman,  who  shall  have 
both  a  deliberative  and  casting  vote,  and  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  during  the  year  in 
the  office  of  Chairman,  the  remaining  Trustees 
shall  have  power  to  elect  a  chairman  for  the  un- 
expired period  with  both  a  deliberative  and  casting 
vote. 

In  the  event  of  the  Chairman  not  being  present 
at  any  meeting,  the  meeting  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  Chairman  out  of  their  number  pro  tempore 
who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  the 
Chairman.  In  the  event  of  any  Trustee  holding 
office  as  such  in  more  than  one  representative 
capacity,  such  Trustee  shall  only  have  one  vote, 
without  prejudice  however  to  the  double  vote  to  the 
Chairman  as  aforesaid.  The  Trustees  shall  meet 
four  times  a  year  on  the  first  Mondays  in  the 
months  of  February,  May,  August,  and  November, 
when  they  shall  transact  all  necessary  business,  such 
as  striking  off  pensioners  who  may  have  forfeited 
their  rights  to  pensions,  appointing  new  pensioners 
to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  have  occurred,  and 
authorising  the  payment  of  pensions,  &c. 

III.  EMERGENCY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Trustees  shall  annually  appoint  from 
among  themselves  an  '*  Emergency  Committee " 
consisting  of  not  more  than  five  members,  whose 
duties  they  shall  have  power  to  define  when  the 
Trust  is  in  working  order. 
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IV.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Trustees  to 
nominate  annually  from  their  number  a  "  Finance 
Committee,"  to  whom  they  may  delegate  any 
necessary  powers  regarding  the  investing  of  the 
Trust  Funds  and  the  signing  of  drafts  or  cheques 
on  the  Bank  Account,  the  endorsing  of  cheques  or 
other  money  orders  payable  to  the  Trust. 

The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  define 
further  duties  for  this  Committee  if  found  necessary 
when  the  Trust  is  in  working  order. 

V.  SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Trustees  may  be  called 
by  the  Chairman,  not  less  than  forty  eight  hours 
notice  being  given.  The  Chairman  shall  be  bound 
to  convene  a  special  meeting  when  so  requested  in 
writing  by  five  or  more  of  the  Trustees. 

VI.  THE  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  one  and 
the  same  person,  or  may  be  different  persons,  and 
shall  be  elected  annually.  The  Trustees  shall  fix 
from  time  to  time  such  remuneration  for  their 
services  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

VII.    THE   SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Trustees  and  of  the  Committees.  He  shall  keep  a 
minute   book,    and    enter   therein    minutes   of    the 
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proceedings  and  resolutions  adopted  at  such  meet- 
ings, issue  all  circulars  calling  meetings  of  the 
Trustees,  &c.,  and  conduct  the  whole  corres- 
pondence falling  within  his  department. 

VIII.  THE  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  the 
custody  of  all  monies,  deeds,  and  documents  (save 
endowment  funds),  effeiring  to  the  Trust,  and  all 
subscriptions,  donations,  and  legacies  made  for 
behoof  thereof,  and  shall  keep  regular  accounts  of 
the  same. 

On  entering  on  his  office  he  shall  sign  an 
acknowledgment  to  be  entered  in  the  minute  book 
of  whatever  monies  and  documents  he  may  then 
receive  on  account  of  the  Trust. 

He  shall  make  up  his  Accounts  to  the  last  day 
of  December  in  each  year,  and  they  shall  be  audited 
by  a  person  to  be  named  by  the  Trustees  for  that 
purpose,  and  submitted  to  the  meeting  of  Trustees 
to  be  held  next  after  the  date  of  closing  said  account. 
All  sums  of  money  received  shall  be  deposited  in  a 
Bank  to  be  named  by  the  Trustees. 

IX.  MEDICAL   OFFICERS,  &c. 

The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
Medical  Officer  or  Officers,  who  shall  be  a  regis- 
tered medical  practitioner  residing  in  Dufftown  ;  and 
they  may  devolve  upon  him  or  them  what  duties 
and  powers  they  may  consider  it  necessary  he  or 
they  should  have ;  and  such  appointment  shall  be 
made  annually.     The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to 
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appoint  such  Medical  Officer  or  Officers  to  attend 
such  of  the  Pensioners  as  they  shall  think  require 
his  services,  a  list  of  whom  shall  be  supplied  by 
them,  and  fix  such  suitable  fee  or  remuneration  for 
such  services  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper. 

The  Medical  Officer  shall  keep  a  Pensioners' 
Book,  containing  notes  of  calls  made  on  Pensioners 
appearing  in  the  Pensioners'  List  requiring  medical 
attendance,  and  he  shall  submit  the  same  at  every 
quarterly  meeting. 

The  Medical  Officer  shall  report  to  the  Emer- 
gency Committee  any  cases  requiring  medical 
comforts,  &c.  Medicines  may  be  supplied  to  such 
Pensioners  as  the  Trustees  consider  require  the 
same.  They  shall  make  up  a  list  of  such  neces- 
sitous Pensioners,  which  shall  be  handed  to  a 
Chemist  to  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Trustees, 
from  whom  such  medicines  are  to  be  obtained. 

It  shall  be  in  the  power  and  discretion  of  the 
Trustees  to  pay  the  funeral  expenses  of  any  pen- 
sioner in  whose  case  they  may  deem  this  necessary. 
What  is  contained  on  this  and  the  five  preceding 
pages  are  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Mount 
Stephen  Old  Age  Pensions  referred  to  in  the  Deed 
of  Mortification  executed  by  me  of  even  date 
herewith  :  In  Witness  whereof  the  said  Rules  and 
Regulations  written  by  John  Lipp  Craig,  Solicitor 
and  Notary  Public,  Duffiown,  are  subscribed  by  me 
the  said  Lord  Mount  Stephen,  and  I  have  hereunto 
set  my  hand  and  seal  at  Brocket  Hall  foresaid  the 
Thirteenth  day  of  November  Nineteen  hundred  and 
One    years,   and    of   the    Reign  of   Our   Sovereign 
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Lord  Edward  Seventh  by  the  Grace  of  God,  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and 
of  the  British  Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  King, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  Emperor  of  India,  the  first 
year,  before  these  Witnesses  —  Beverley  Stuart 
Maclnnes,  my  Private  Secretary,  and  Edgar  Cook, 
my  Butler,  and  both  residing  at  Brocket  Hall 
aforesaid.
